AVAL BILL GOES 
THROUGH SENATE

Armor Plate Proposition as Re- 
ported Is Adopted. 


CONTRACTS ARE LIMITED 


Best Quality of Protection Is To Be 
Secured for $445 Per Ton, 


BUT MORE MONEY CAN BE PAID 


As It Passes the Senate the Bill 
Allows the Secretary of the 
Navy a Latitude in the 
Price That Is To Be 
Paid. 


Washington,.: May 14.—After a discus- 
sion lasting five full days the senate to- 
day passed the naval appropriation bill. 
Practically feur days were devoted to the 
consideration of the armor plate prop»si- 
tion, which was agreed to Anally as re- 
ported by the committee with the excep- 
tion that the secretary of navy is au- 
thorized to make contracts only for such 
armor as may be needed from time to 
time. 

The secretary of the navy is authorized 
to. secure armor of the best quality at 
$1445 per ton, but if he be unable to obtain 
it at that price, he is then authorized to 
pay $545 per ton for armor for the battle- 
ship Maine, Ohio and Missouri and pro- 
ceed to erect an armor factory to cost 
not to exceed $4,000,000, one-half of which 
amount is made immediately avaltlable. 
The committee’s proposition carried by a 
yote of 32 to 19. The secretary of the 
navy is directed to purchase five Holland 
torpedo boats at a price not exceeding 
$170,000 each. . 

Just before adjournment Mr. Nelson, of 
Minnesota, called up the ‘“‘free homes” 
bill and it was passed without a word of 
debate. Representative Flynn, of Oklaho- 
ma, who has been a warm champion of 
the measure; was present when the bill 
passed and cordially congratulated Sen- 
ator Nelson. 

Mr. Hanna, of Ohio, at the opening seé- 
cured the adoption of a concurrent reso- 
lution directing the secretary of war to 
make a survey of the harbor at Cleveland 
with a view to its further improve- 
ment. 

A bill was passed to fix the terms of 
the circuit and district courts of the 
western district of Louisiana. 

A bill providing for the appointment of 
a collector of customs for the customs 
district of Hawaii at a salary of $4,000 
per year and for such deputies as may 
be necessary, was passed. 

Mr. Hale then called up the naval ap- 
propriation bill, the pending question be- 
ing on the amendment of Mr. Chandler, 
substituting in Mr. Tillman’s amendment 
$425 for $300 as the price of armor. The 
amendment was rejected, 25 to 27. 

Mr. Hoar offered the following amend- 


ment to the committee’s proposition with 


respect to the eonstruction of an armor 


plate factory: 

“Tnat if under the operation of the 
above provision no government armor 
plate manufactory is begun or built, the 
secretary of the navy shall submit to 
congress at the beginning of its next ses- 
sion a detailed report, in which he shall 
estimate the owen’ cost eS oe 
equipped government armor Pp - 
iaekeee, Se udinn site ang-the probable 
time at which the best modern armor 
plate could be produced at said tactory 
and ready for delivery.” ; 

The amendment was‘accepted by the 
committee, and as amended, the com- 
mittee’s proposition was adopted, 32 to 19, 
as follows:

The committee amendnient appropriat- 
ing $250,000 for the purchase of Gothman 
guns and ammunition was withdrawn. 

An amendment was adopted providing 
in effect for the removal of the naval 
station at Port Royal, 8. C., to Charles- 
ton, S. CC. The bill authorizes the ex- 
penditure of $412,000, but leaves the ex- 
penditure of this money to the discretion 
of the secretary of the navy, who Is au- 
thorized to examine into the expediency 
of changing the station to Charleston, 8S. 
C. The amendment provides that there 
must be a depth of water of at least 
thirty feet at the new station. 

Mr. Hale, in advocating the amend- 
ment, said the. committee felt that no 
more good money ought «o be sent after 
bad at Port Royal, 

Mr. Chandler offered an amendment re- 


rducing the number of armored cruisers 


provided for in the bill from three to two 
and the number of protected cruisers from 
three to two. His purpose in offering it, 
he said. was to direct attention to the 
fact that we are expending too much 
money for our navy and tog little for 
the development of our m hant ma- 
rine, 

“There is a bill now before this sen- 
ate,” said he, ‘‘providing for the devel- 
opment of our merchant marine which 
calls for no larger appropriation than 1s 
necessary for the construction of two 
first-class war vessels. I hope that con- 
gress will not adjourn until it has brought 
this shipping bill to a vote.”

Mr. McBride, of Oregon, secured an 
amendment providing for the appoint- 
ment of a board of officers to determine 
the desirabliity of constructing a dry 
dock on the Columbia river, Oregon. 

Mr. Tillman offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no armor should be conitract- 
ed for in advance or its actual reqyire- 
ment by vessels in construction. It was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Pettigrew declared that it was the 
purpose of the dominant party in con- 
gress to make these great contracts for 
war vessels and armor in order that it 
might be in position to obtain vast con- 
tributions ito its campaign fund. 

The bill then passed without division. 

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, secured the 
passage of an act providing for free 
homesteads on the public lands for actual 
and bona fide settlers, and reserving the 
public land for that purpose. 

A bill also passed ito apply a portion 
of the proceeds of the sale of the public 
lands to the endowment, support and 
maintenance of schools or departments 
of mining and metallurgy in the several 
states and territories in connedtion with 
the colleges for the benefit of agriculture 
and the mechanics’ arts. 

The senate, at 5:45. adjourned. 


THE NICARAGUAN CANAL BILL, 
The Senate Committee Orders a Fa- 
vorable Report.

DIRECT SLAP AT McKINLEY. 


Methodist Conference Touches on the 
Anti-Canteen Law. 

Chicago, May 14.—The Methodist Epis- 
copal general conference committee on 
temperance, of which Samuel Dickie, of 
Michigan, is chairman, and of which Con- 
gressman M. N. Johnson, of North Da- 
kota, author and champion of the anti- 
canteen law, Js a member, adopted reso- 
lutions today, which, in the minds of a 
number of the committeemen, is a direct 
slap at President McKinley because of 
his acquiesence in the decision of At- 
torney General Griggs, declaring the law 
ineffective. The resolutions are a por- 
{ion of the report of a sub-committee into 
whose hands the task of preparing the 
committee’s report to the general con- 
ference had been placed, and was adopted 
in the face of the motion to substitute for 
it a minority report from Dr. J. E. Price, 
of the New York conference, after two 
hours’ debate in which the members al- 
ternately arraigned and championed 
President McKinley in his stand on the 
anti-canteen law.

WRITES 


TO CONSTITUENTS 


He Will Not Be a Candidate for 
Congress 


FOR EITHER OF THE TERMS: 


General Gives His Reasons for His 
Determination, 


ACCEPTED A COMMISSION IN ARMY 


With the Understanding That He 
Was To Be Back in Time for 
Opening of Congress—Duty 
as a Soldier Prevented 

So He Resigned.

Washington, May 14.—(Special.)—General 
Wheeler ioday prepared a Jetter to his 
Alabama corstituents announcing that he 
will not be a candidate for the congres- 
Sional nomination this fall. Although he 
lad heretofroe made it plain that he 
would not be a candidate for the short 
term, many of the people of his district 
urged him to become a candidate for the 
long term, giving him every assurance of 
ndmination: but the general has decided 
that he will not. He gives his reasons in 
the following letter: 

Washington, May 1!4.—To The Constitution: 
I have hesitated to address you because I 
could not find words to fully express my heart- 
felt gratitude for the kind and generous sup- 
port you have given me. When the insurrec- 
tion broke out in Luzon, February 4, 1899, I 
was holding a commission in the volunteer 
army, and feeling that I ought to perform mlli- 
tary duty until the meeting of congress, I 
promptly applied for active duty in the Philip- 
pines with the understanding that I was to be 
back by the time congress conyened. In Oc- 


tober it became evident. that. to leave in time 


to reach Washington by December 4th would 
necessitate my leaving my command during 
operations, while I saw clearly that a delay 
of two or three weeks would enable me to 
remain with my command while !t was per- 
forming its part in capturing or dispersing 
the insurgent government, thus aiding in the 
practicable termination of the war. I could 
then have entered congress before the appoint- 
ment of the committees and before the com- 
mencement of legislation. 

In November I resigned my commission, as it 
Was generally expressed opinion that such 
action on my part would prevent the possibility 
of my seat in’ congress being jeopardized. A 
series of unlooked for events delayed my 
reaching Washington, and you have already 
been informed of the circumstances which 
surrounded me and made it seem that jus- 
tice to my constituents, to whom I was in- 
debted beyond possibility of requital, made it 
necessary for me to resign my seat that they 
could immediately elect a successor, I am doing 
everything in my power to attend to the wants 
of my constituents before the committees and 
the departments, and with the aid of our 
senators and representatives have done, and 
will continue to do, all I can regarding leg- 
islation in which the eighth district is in- 
terested, but I realize the people of the dis- 
trict are entitled to an active representative 
upon the floor of the house. 

The many letters I have received urging me 
to reconsider my action and become a candi- 
date for re-election have touched me very. 
deeply. Nothing could give me more pleasure 
than to continue the pleasant relation as 
representative which has so long existed with 
people among whom all my mature years have 
been spent and with whom during the remain- 
der of my days I hope it will be my good 
fortune to be associated, but I feel I can 
render some service to them, even though not 
in congress, and it will always give me 
pleasure to devote myself to their best inter- 
ests. 

Regretting more than I can express the cir- 
cumstances which now prevent my becoming 
a candidate to’represent you, and again ex- 
pressing to the people of northern Alabama my 
appreciation and assuring them that their in- 
terest and welfare will always be of the deep- 
est concern to me, I am, gratefully,

GOOD AS TO LEGACIES ONLY. 


United States Supreme Court on In- 
heritance Tax. 
Washington, May 14.—The United States 
Supreme court today cited opinions in the 
case arising under the inheritance tax 
of the war revenue act and alsg in a case 
involving the applicability of the state 
inheritance tax law of New York to es- 
tates composed of go0vernment bonds. 
There were five decisions under the fed- 
eral law and one under the state law. 
but two of the former class applied, as 
did one of the latter class, to the taxa- 
tion of government bonds. The court 
held that neither under the state nor the 
national enactment were nationa] bonds 
exempt from taxation. The validity of 
the genera] federal law was affirmed, but 
it was held to be purely application io 
legacies and not to the entire estates of 
deceased persons, the court holding that 
“the tax is on the passage of legaciés or 
distributive shareg of personality, with a 
progressive rate on each, separately de- 
termined by the sum of each of such 

legacies or distributive shares.,”’ 

The decisions dealing with the federal 
law as a whole were handed down by 
Justice White and those relating to gov- 
ernment bonds by Justice. Shiras. The 
State case was that of Plummer ys. 
Comptroller Coler, of New York city.

CUBAN FRAUDS ARE 
ON THe INCREASE 


Postal Losses Are Not Alone Found 
To Exist 


NEW CROOKEDNESS SHOWN 


Local Officers in Havana Are Now 
Under Suspicion, 


GOOD THING SEEMS WELL WORKED 


Officials Who Have Held the Ful] 


Cynfidence of Headquarters 
Are Now Suspected, and 
More Arrests Will 
Come. 


Havana, May 14—The extent of the 
postal frauds is far greater than what 
was originally Besides tak- 
ing in the postal department, the frauds 
seem to include the local officers at Ha- 
vana and various other officers through- 
out the island, and also to have extended 
to outside points which have been used 
for the sale of some of the old issue of 
stamps that were ordered destroyed. 

The result of the investigation at the 
local postoffice is the suspension of Post- 
master Thompson, who was installed in 
April of last year. He will remain at 
his own house for the present. Moya and 
Mascaro, stamp sellers in the main of- 
fice, have also been arrested, and fur- 
ther arrests are expected tomorrow. As 
many as six others have been placed un- 
der the closest surveillance, and they will 
be arrested as soon as their services can be 
spared. Owing to this fact, if they are 
suddenly relieved from duty it -will be 
impossible to carry on the postal depart- 
ment of Havana. 

Messrs. Reeves and Reynolds, the audi- 
tors of the postal department, are still 
under arrest at their own rooms, in 
charge of detectives. Special quarters 
will, however, be prepared in some fort- 
ress, where all the prisoners connected 
with the frauds will be taken as soon as 
arrested. 

Today’s arrest and the suspension of 
Mr. Thompson did not take place until af- 
ter dark, and consequently these new 
features of the case were not generally 
known throughout the city this eveningg 
but there is a perceptible excitement at 
the postoffice, where no ohe knows who 
may be the next to be singled out.

What the Square Compress Agent 
Learned on His Recent Tour. 


GREAT SAVING AT THE MILLS 


Spinners Prefer the American Cotton 
Company’s Roundlap Bales. 


GROWING IN FAVOR ABROAD AND AT HOME 


'Extracts from Mr. Hamilton’s Let- 
ters to His Employer, Mr. C. C. 
Hanson, of Savannah. 


Baltimore, May 14.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record publishes the following: 

Mr. M. B. Hamilton, who recently re- 
'turned from a trip through the spinning 
| districts of New England and Europe in 
'the interest of so-called standard square 
L bale, delivered an address before the Ala- 
| bama Compress Association in Birming- 
| ham April 18, 1900, which, in view of the 
| mass of first hand information to the 

contrary in Mr. Hamilton's possession, 
contained some remarkable statements. 
| In the course of his remarks Mr. Ham- 
|ilton said: ‘Now you are accused in cer- 
tain quarters of unscrupulous methods in 
| trying to influence the farmer and ginner 


| by bringing to their notice the monopolis- 
tie features of the round bale compa- 
i nies.” He then continued: ‘Will they 
sell their gins? (meaning presses.) No. 
‘Is their bale open to purchase on tne 
| market. except through their own com- 
| pany? No. In nearly every instance «oO 
they buy out the country ginner, and 
they themselves operate the plant? Yes.” 

Every one of these assertions, so far as 
' they relate to the conduct of the Amerti- 
can Cotton Company's business, Mr. 
Hamilton should have known to be un- 
founded. 

Open to Competition. 

The fact has been widely advertised in 
southern newspapers that this company’s 
presses are on the market for sale to any 
ginner who chooses to buy. Every bale 
put up by lessees on roundlap presses is 
open to the competition of. every respon- 
sible cotton buyer in the south, and can 
be bought by any cotton buyer at the 
premium paid. by the American Cotton 
Company, and handled through to the 
mills with a good margin of profit. Neith- 
er is it true that in nearly every instance 
the American Cotton Company buys out 
the country ginner and operates the plant. 
The vast majority of the 400 roundlap 
presses in the south are leased by gin- 
ners on a rental which is repaid in the 
premium at which roundlap bales are 
sold. 

In another part of his address Mr. 
Hamilton said: “I make the assertion 
that in most irstances round bales have 
sold in Furope at figures under current 
prices for square bales.’’ This is no more 
in accordance with the facts than Mr. 
Hamilton's other assertion that the great 
majority of spinners who have tried 
round bales were not satisfled, “and say 
they will not use round bales.”’ 


Mr. Hamilton’s Travels. 


Some of the square bale men who re- 
tail misinformation about the round bale 
may be pardoned on the ground that they 
get their data at second hand. Mr. Ham- 
ilton can hardly plead that excuse. He 
was sent through New England and Eu- 
ropean cotton districts by the square 
bale compress interest, whose employee he 
is. for the especial purpose of learning 
what progress the round bale has made at 
the mills and to talk up the 
so-called standard square bale. Hav- 
ing made an_ investigation extend- 
ing over several moni hs during 
the busiest part of the cotton season, 
it would be strange indeed if Mr. Hamil- 
ton did not acquire some correct informa- 
tion on the subject of his quest. And so 
he did. making regular reports to Mr. 
Cc. @. Hanson, secretary of the Alabama 
and Georgia Compress Association, and 
himself the manager of a number of com- 
presses in those states.

“A square bale was then opened. The 
bagging weighed fourteen and one-half 
pounds, ties eight pounds—equal to twen- 
ty-two and one-half pounds waste. I 
asked what they obtained for the bagging 
and ties, and was shown a contract for 
a year at one-half cent per pound for 
bagging and 30 cents per 100 pounds for 
ties. The cotton from the square bale 
is mixed by hand and then thrown on 
the apron. The unlapping of the round 
bale saves opening and picking. 

“Mr. Swazey, treasurer of the’ Eliza- 
beth Poole mill, told me he gave one- 
quarter of a cent per pound premium 
for the American roundlap cotton.”

Several hundred dollars in sil- 
ver and notes were at Morris’s feet. He 
said not to give money to him, but to 
turn it over to the treasurer and have it 
used to send messengers throughout the 
south to arouse the colored people to co- 
operation in the mission work in Africa. 
The outpouring of money was so sponta- 
neous that even after the eloquent black 
orator had refused it, it was flung at his 
feet. There have been several great 
speeches and two other remarkable 
scenes during the four days of this gath- 
ering of Baptists of the south, but the 
speech of the African missionary and the 
incidents attending it formed the climax 
of a highly enthusiastic convention. 

It adopted a resolution by Rev. Dr. 
Cranfill, of Texas, to report on the rela- 
tions to the convention sustained by the 
denominational papers. There was a good 
sized collection taken up for the south- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary. The 
fiance report showed an increase of 
more than 2 per cent for foreign mis- 
sions over the previous year and the 
number of baptisms in foreign lands in- 
creased 50 per cent. The report was dis- 
cussed by ten prominent delegates and 
the Rev. Dr. Pitt, of South Carolina, 
read the report on the advance move- 
ment. They brought forth many ani- 
mated speeches urging that at least $200, - 
00 be raised for the century movement. 
2eyv. I. J. Van Ness read the report of 
the work among the negroes. One of the 
most serious questions, he said, is the 
negro problem, “‘and can we afford to 
despise or ignore this people?” 

The report pointed out that Baptists 
everywhere must show the negroes that 
they will get justice and consideration, 
that they must be encouraged to learn 
trades; pastors should give sympathy 
and counsel to negroes when opportunity 
presents, and, lastly, all should  co- 
operate with the home mission board in 
all its efforts to help the blacks.

We are upon the eve of an election that 
is of great financia] interest to the vot- 
ers of Fulton county, and it behooves Us, 
as taxpayers of this county, to make no 
mistake in the selection of the men who 
are to assess and disburse the taxes.

The fines in 
the recorder’s court amounted to $5,973, 
of which $3,127.25 was paid in cash, $2,562.25 
worked out on the street, $208.50 charged 
to fines remitted by the mayor, $83.75 to 
suspensions by the recorder and $47.25 to 
escapes from the city stockade.

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CATHEDRAL SYSTEM 


CAUSES OBJECTION 


St. Luke’s Congregation Is To Hold a 
Meeting. 


REV. W.E. EVANS MAY COME. 


Riddance 


Church Said To Desire 
from the System. 


REASONS FOR THE PROPOSED ACTION 


It Is Believed That with St. Luke 
Free To Nominate Its Rector, 
Rev. W. E. Evans Will Accept. 


The congregation of St. Luke’s church 
in this city is reported’ on the best of 
authority to be greatly dissatisfied with 
the cathedral system which has been in 
force among all the Episcopal churches 
of Fulton county since the work of Bishop 
C. K. Nelson began. 

Under the cathedral system the power 
formerly possessed by the congregatiom 
ang vestry of the church has been largely 
transferred to the bishop of the diocese. 
The bishop now nominates the vestrymen 
of the church and thus in an indirect 
Way controls to some extent the election 
of delegates to the diocesan conven- 
tions, 

With the next two weeks a meeting of 
the entire congregation of St, Luke’s will 
be called, at which a resolution declaring 
the church no longer to be under the 
cathedral system will be introduced. It 
is said further that the resolution will be 
passed overwhelmingly. 

Reason for Proposed Action. 

The cause lying back of this movement, 
which is by no méanus a new one at St. 
Luke’s, is said to be the recent refusal 
of Rev. Willlam E. Evans, of Columbia, 
S. C., to accept the call of the church. 
The call was refused on the ground that 
St. Luke’s is under the cathedral system 
and rectorship there would entail consid- 
erable labors in addition to the immediate 
work of the church. 

It fs understood that with the church 
again on its old footing, with the power 
to nominate its own pastor and its 
own vestrymen, the call to Rev. 
Willam E. Evans will be repeated, and 
it is strongly hoped and believed that 
he wil] be willing tp accept with the old 
order of things in force. 

An effort was made last night to reach 
Sishop Nelson in order to get a state- 
ment from him in the matter, but he 
could not: be found. On the sipject of the 
proposed meeting of the congregation the 
members are uniformly reticent, but it is 
evident that the cathedral system has 
constituted a subject of very great in- 
terest among the members. 

There seems to be a general belief that 
if the cathedral system is done away wit 
so far as St. Luke's is concerned 
Rev. W. E. Evans will accept the call. 
The duties of the church, with the large 
congregation, are said to be very onerous, 
while the additional labor placed on the 
pastor by reason of the fact that. the 
church is under the cathedral system is 
regarded as too much. 

The coming meeting of the congregation 
which is to be held in the next two weeks 
is expected to be thoroughly harmonious 
and to result in the withdrawal of St. 
Luke’s from the cathedra] system.

St. Louis, Mo., May 14—There were 
important developments In the street car 
strike situation today. At a conference 
held between the officials of the Suburb- 
an Railway Company—the only system in 
St. Louls not controlled by the St. Louis 
Transit Company, and on which a strike 
was inaugurated ten days prior to that 
declared on the Transit system—and the 
officials and employees of that road, an 
amicable adjustment was effdcted and 
the men will return to hoe sone 
morning. On just what bdsis the strike 
was settled could not be learned, but it 
can be positiyely stated that the union 
received full recognition. In many quar- 
ters it is figured that the settlement of 
the strike on the Suburban presages an 
adjustment of the difficulties between tha 
Transit company and its 3,0000 striking 
employees in the near future. In fact, it 
was learned tonight that at a conference 
held this afternoon of the officials of the 
Transit company, the chairman of the 
employees’ grievance committee and some

In different states the question has been different-

It is probable that this delay in en- 
forcing the law gave the blacks the 
impression that the whites were too 
timid to execute it. This mistake was 
the cause of the murder and the lynch-

Fortunately here in Atlanta we have 
had the wisdom and the courage to 
stand by the law, and thus far we 
have had no racial difficulties on the 
street cars. 

At any cost we must educate the peo- 
ple, rich and poor, white and black.

in this country the law is supreme, and 
we are all equal before the law. It.is 
bad policy for the authorities and the 
people to dally and trifle with a law.

The lynching in the Augusta case 
has nothing to do with the principie 
for which we are contending.

Government by Injunction. 

Without entering into a discussion 
of the various issues involved in the 
street car strikes in Kansas City and 
St. Louis, it may be in order to ask 
one pertinent question. 

Are we not in danger of permitting 
too many governmental powers to be 
assumed and exercised by our federal 
judges? 

In Kansas City there is a purely lo- 
cal buisness difference between the 
street railway owners and their em- 
ployees. The latter strike, but a federal] 
court enjoins the union men from in- 
terferring with the running of the 
cars. 

All that is necessary to give the 
United States courts absolute contro] 
is the placing of a few mail carriers 
on the street car Jines. When that is 
done it is a crime of tremendous mag- 
nitude for anybody to interfere with 
these comon carriers. 

In this particular instance the feder- 
al courts may be in the right, but 
glancing backward for a generation it 
is impossible to resist the conclusion 
that these tribunals are rapidly and 
systematically destroying tl rights 
of the states, paralyzing the agencies 
of local self-government, and encroach- 
ing in the most deadly way upon the 
liberty of the citizen. 

The Kansas City and St. Louis cases 
must stand upon their own merits, and 
be judged accordingly. But what is to 
be done about this new evil—govern- 
ment by injunction? Is it subject to no 
limitations—are the judges of each 
generation to be a law unto them- 
selves? 

Never ming about the labor strikes, 
The question should be discussed in a 
broader way. Are we living under a 
constitution which makes presidents, 
congresses, governors and state legisla- 
tures mere agents, and places the fed- 
eral judges above all, with practically 
unlimited powers? 

This will soon become a burning is-

G. Heiskell delivered a_ wel- 
come address io Admiral Dewey, and the 
admiral responded briefly. 

At night a bhanguct and reception was 
tendere], in which several hundred peo- 
Ple participated.

Adniiral Dewey said teday that, under 
the inspiration of a visit to the birthplace 
of his old commander and the great naval 
hero, Admiral Farrag:it. he hoped in dedi- 
cating the memorial stone to make the 
first speech of his life.

Washington, May 13.—(Special.)—Senator 
Bacon’s resolution calling for a full state- 
ment of all receipts and disbursements 
of money by the American officials in 
Cuba will probably be called up in the 
senate this week and it is expected 
they will form a theme for a good deal 
of talk. The democrats propose to see that 
the scandalous state of affairs in Cuba 
is not kept under cover, but that so far 
as possible, the full facts shall be brought 
out. There no doubt that the pro- 
gramme of the administration has becn 
to keep 111 of this rottenness concealed 
from fear of the political effect which will 
follow such a glaring illustration of just 
what republican administration of the af- 
fairs of the new possessions means, but 
cannot be carried

such a programme 
through successfully. 

The republican politicians set out im- 
mediately upon the discovery of the 
Neely frauds to hush up the whole mat- 
ter. It was given out that Neely alone 
was guilty, or rather that there was no 
possibility of guilt on the part of any- 
body else and that it was @ small matter 
at most. But’ the thing has grown too 
bie for them to handle farther. They are 
now compelled to acknowledge through 
the officials of the post office department 
that the indications point to widespread 
thievery. 

There will probably be a suspension of 
more than one of the post office officials 
at Havana pending the investigations 
which are now going on. The director of 
the posts, Major Rathburn, fs one of those 
slated for suspension according to the 
latest reports, although the officals all 
declare their belief that he could not 
possibly have been implicated with Neely 
and that he can be guilty of nothing more 
than laxity in proper supervision. 
reason to expect that 
the Racon resolutions, or similar ones, 
will be adopted by the senate. The re- 
publicans, tn view of the disclosures, will 
not dare decline to give the public the 
information for which those resolutions 
eall. Refusal to furnish this information 
would be a distinct confession of guilt. 
Either way—whether the information Is 
refused or whether the facts are fully 
disclosed—the results from a political 
standpoint are calculated to be very in- 
jurious to the republicans.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 
Asparagus Culture and Canning. 


Editor Constitution—Asparagus is one of the 
most wholesome vegetables grown and is pop 
ular in all communities; it seems quite strange 
that it should command such high prices everye 
where, as it is a large yielder and compara- 
tively easy to grow when properly cultivated, 
In nearly all localities where grown it is 
sure crop, drought and insects disturbing i¢ 
but little. 

Asparagus culture is very simple, if one will 
follow the rules given here. First of all de- 
cide what variety you will raise, probably the 
best for this section is the Palmetto This 
variety is not one of the largest, but is of 
good uniform size, very large ylelder, sweeg 
and tender. 

The second thing to do is to select yous 
ground, which should be a good light loam 
or sandy surface with subsoil of clay. Sub- 
soll of sand will not do, as all the fertilizers 
will seep through out of reach of the roots 
of the plant and consequently lost. When 
your ground is selected, plow and dig out your 
trenches in a straight line about twelve te 
fourteen inches wide and one foot deep. Be 
sure and have trenches perfectly straight. This 
will facilitate the care of the crop in the fue 
ture. The trenches should be made parallel 
and about four feet from center to center, 

After the trenches are made, put into 
them well rotted barnyard manure and whe 
well packed down it should be six inches deep 

Asparagus roots always grow in one directionj 
i. e., the new shoots come up in a straight 
line and the old roots and shoots die off be- 
hind; therefore, tn planting place the roots in 
the trenches, spreading out the roots with the 
crowns all facing one direction, up or dows 
the trench, about fourteen inches apart from 
crown to crown, After the plants are all laid 
in the trenches, cover with loam, being care- 
ful to break up all clods of earth, if any, and 
remove any stones, grass, etc., there may be, 
Cover up level with the surface of the ground, 
This will leave between the rows some sur 
plus earth, which, as soon as the asparagus 
begins to appear above ground, should be drawn 
up around the shoots. This will leave the ro 
when properly done, rounded up, and wi 
give a covering to the crown of the roots 
of about eight inches. 
Early in the spring stakes should be drives 

the ground at the end of each row for 
then the cultivator or wheel harrow 
should be run crosswise over the rows; this 
will thoroughly pulverize the ground and dee 
stroy all foreign vegetation that may be starte 
ing. 

After this is done take a double mold board 
and run between the rows, throwing up the 
soil on both sides. The stakes having been 
driven will mark the rows. After this go over 
the rows or beds with a heavy garden rake, 
forming into long beds with rounded surfaces. 

Salt is very beneficial to the asparagus plant 
quite destructive to other vegetation;

If the new beds are planted with two year 
old plants they may be cut from the second 
year after planting. After the beds have 
been planted three or four years they should 
have.a light dressing of chemical fertilizers 
barnyard manure, cultivated or harrowed 


An asparagus bed prepared and cared for 
in this manner will last a lifetime and will

Asparagus may be set out in the late fall of 
early in the spring. In this section they may 
be planted any time in the winter, whes 
the ground is fit for handling.

Two Masked Men Were Leaning Over

A gang of burglars entered the residence 
of Policeman J. M. Gloer,. 55 Mills street, 
Sunday morning about 3 o'clock, and after 
attenmpting to chloroform his family and 
being twice shot at by his son, they fled 
and escaped. 

William T, Gloer, the nineteen-year-old 
son of the officer, had a most exciting ex- 
perience with two of the burglars. He 
awoke suffocating and choking with the 
chloroform and seeing two masked men 
standing fiaMfi mh mh m mh mh hnt mh 
tending over him, he quickly drew his 
pistol from under his pillow and fired 
twice. It was all done in such a hurry 
and he was so nearly overcome by the 
fumes of the deadly drug that he fired 
wildly. Thcugh he missed his mark, the 
pistol shots had the effect of frightening 
the burglars off. 

It is believed the garg are the same 
burglars who have been operating in the 
city for several weeks and who have 
used chloroferm on more than one occa- 
sion. | 

Officer Gloer reported the affair at the 
police barracks yesterday morning. He 
worked on the case quietly himself all 
dav Sunday, thinking he had a clew 
which might lead him to detect the guilty 
parties. Yesterday morning he decided to 
place the matter in the hands of the city 
detectives and the whole story was given 
out. | 

It was about 3 o’clock Sunday morning 
that young Gloer was awakened. He 
says he felt as if he was choking and 
awoke very suddenly. When he opened 
his eyes he saw 2 man hending over him 
and holding a cloth to his face. He be- 
held another man at his feet. They were 
both masked. The windew by which they 


had entered the room was wide open and 
a light came in sufficient for him to see 
the burglars quite plainly. 

A Matter of Life and Death. 

Feeling that it was a matter of life and 
death, Gioer quickly thrust his hand un- 
der his pillow and drew out his pistol. He 
raised the wéapon and fired twice. The 
burglars saw the movement and they 
must have divined his intentions for they 
were running toward the door when the 
shots were fired. 

The thieves had placed a plank from the 
fence to the window and forced open the 
blinds. After entering the room they 
went into the hall and opened a rear door 
to give them quick and easy egress. It is 
believed that some of the gang were in 
another portion of the house while the 
two were in the young man’s room. 

The two shots alarmed the other mem- 
bers of the family and they went to the 
young man's @¢ssistance and it required 
some medical treatment to bring him 
from under the influence of the chloro- 
form. 

Officer Gloer says that this was the sec- 
ond time burglars visited his house within 
the past month. 

There is no ‘doubt about there being 
a regular gang of professional burglars in 
the city, and they make themselves heard 
from every day or two. 


THEY CLING TO HOME CUSTOMS 


Germans Who Go to South and Cen- 
tral America Don’t Change. 
Washington, May 14.—In view of the 
sicnificant references to the enforcement 
of the Monroe doctrine. by Secretary 
Root, Senator Lodge and other promi- 
nent men, the state department has taken 
steps to secure data on the subject. The 
burden of these speeches has been the 
Startling increase of the German colonies 
fh South and Central America, which 
od been regarded as menacing the 
Monroe doctrine. It also has been as- 
serted that these German:colonists main- 
tain their home customs in the new land, 
deal almost exclusively with Germany, 
use only the German language, have al- 
most autonomous governments’ within 
the limits of American republics, and are, 
in fact, little Germanies wherever located. 
The state department has addressed an 
instruction to every minister and consul 
in South and Central America, to inform 
the department fully on the points of 
whieh reference has been made. Of 
course, Germany is not referred to by 
name, for ‘such a direction might natu- 
rally give umbrage to the German gov- 
ernment. The circular applies to colo- 
nists of all nationalities, though it is, of 
course, expected that the consuls in com- 
Piling their reports will differentiate the 

colonists.

Polls Located Near Those for the 
Primary Election. 


ONLY ONE KIND OF BALLOT USED 


Ordinary Has Had Complete Charge 
of All the Arrangements for 
Holding Reformatory Election. 


Polls for the reformatory election 
in the city will open at 7a. m. and 
close at 6 p.m. Those in the coun- 
try precincts will open at 8 a. m. and 
close at 3 p, m. 

Today citizens of the county will have 
the opportunity of expressing their wishes 
in regard to the establishment of a re- 
formatory prison for juvenile criminals. 

Both white and colored citizens who 
registered before the evening of April 
20th are entitled to take part in this elec- 
tion. There are exactly 10,055 citizens 
registered for the reformatory election 
and of this number about 700 are colored 
citizens. 

The polling places for this election have 
been selected by the board of county com- 
missioners and will be as near the polls 
of the primary election as possible. Tais 
arrangement was made for the conven- 
lence of the white voters who will thus 
be enabled to vote in both the reformatory 
election and the primary without loss of 


time. 

The polling places in the country pre- 
cincts have been prepared by the justices 
of the peace in those places, who have 
been appointed on the committee of man- 
agers of the polls. 

Location of Polls. 

The following is the location of the poll- 
ing places in the city wards: 

First Ward—No. 8&6 South Forsyth 
street. 

Second Ward—County courthouse. 

Third Ward—Corner Hunter and Fra- 
zer streets. 

Fourth Ward—Corner 
and Jackson street, 

Fifth Ward—No. 248 Marietta street. 

Sixth Ward—Corner Houston and North 
Pryor streets. 

Seventh Ward—No. 135 Gordon street. 

The ballots to be used in this election 
will bear the words, “For Reformatory 
Prison” and “Against Reformatory Pris- 
on.”’ Very little time will be consumed 
by the voters in casting their ballots, as 
it will only be necessary to scratch one 
or the other of the words. 

It is expected that the result of the 
reformatory election will be known short- 
ly after the polls close. The reformatory 
polls in the city will open at 7 o'clock 
this morning and will close at 6 o'clock 
this evening. In the country precincts 
the polls will open at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing and close at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

The question of the need of a reforma- 
tory prison in Fulton county came up 
some months ago and since that time has 
received considerable attention at the 
hands of the ministers and prominent citi- 
zens of the city. The present grand jury 
took the matter up a short time ago and 
recommended that the board of county 
commissioners call an election to de- 
termine the wishes of the people of the 
county in regard to tre matter. 

This the commissioners did and issued 
a call for an election on May 15th. Later 
a question of law was raised and the 
commissioners requested the ordinary to 
issue a call for an election. Ordinary W. 
H. Hulsey complied, and at the request 
of the commissioners, took charge of the 
details of arranging for the election. 

During the past few weeks the ordinary 
and his clerks have been busy arranging 
for the election. which occurs. today. 
Managers and clerks have been appointed 
and tre polling places selected.

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WAS A NUISANCE 


Salvation Army Man Arraigned 
in Police Court 


IT WAS A UNIQUE CASE 


Hereafter the Drum Will Not Be Beat 
So Loud, 


HOW COMPROMISE WAS REACHED 


Drummer Edward Barton Said 
He Did Not Know There Was 
Any Objection to the 
Way He Swung the 
Drum Stick. 


The Salvation Army bass drum was the 
cause of a lively and unique case in the 
police court yesterday afternoon. 

Edward Barton, a muscular young re- 
crult, was the defendant, and he was be- 
ing persecuted on the charge of creating 
a public nuisance by beating the bass 
drum so loud as to disturb people who 
patronized a restaurant. 

The outcome of the case was that the 
captain of the_mrmy was instructed to 
have the bass drum beat with modera- 
tion. 

The case was lacking in one important 
feature and that was the entire absence 
of any expert testimony on -bass drum 
beating which the court might have 
been guidéd. 

Barton was represented by Attorney 
Maud Foote, and the city had Judge 
Pendleton to look after the unlawful 
drumming. 

The whole Salvation Army was pres- 
ent to flank their bass drummer. 

Officer Dobbins, who made the arrest, 
was the first witness. He stated that he 
had only the best of feeling for the Sal- 
vation Army, although he was frank to 
admit he would not join it. To a ques- 
tion from Attorney Foote, Officer Dob- 
bins said he didn’t know whether the 
army would black ball him or not if he 
attempted to join. 

“We have had much complaint about 
that bass drum,” said Officer Dobbins, 
“and particularly from Mr. Gelder, who 
runs a restaurant. If this drummer 
would soften down the tone of that bass 
drum all would be well. It is the biggest 
bass drum I ever saw, and this young 
man can swing his sticks in a way to 
fairly make the old drum rattle and 
roll.’’ 

Gelder, who made the complaint, 
stated that heqhad no unkind feeling for 
the army and did not object to their 
holding services in front o his place of 
business. 

The Drum Was Terrific. 

“But the noise made by that bass 
drum,”’ said Gelder, “is simply terrific, 
and it annoys my guests. It makes the 
window glasses and the transom rattle. 
I just want them to stop beating that 
drum so—so—so—so devilish like.’’ 

Rev. Charles E. Bacon, a street _evan- 
gelist from England, who appears to be 
a sort of rival of the Salvation Army, 
took the witness stand and he started 
off with a long discourse, which was cut 
short by the recorder. 

‘We only want to hear about that bass 
drum,’’ said Judge ‘Broyles. 

Rev. Bacon stated that the drum was 
quite a nuisance. 

Another street preacher asked permis- 
sion to make some remarks and he was 
told he could talk a few minutes. 

“I want to know,” he explained in a 
loud voice, with a tremor in it, “‘why the 
Salvation Army is thus molested, while 
the street preachers who get up and villl- 
fy everybody are not bothered?’’ 

*‘Because they don’t have a bass drum,” 
replied the recorder, and the street 
preacher retired amid the laughter which 
followed. 

Barton made his statement, in which he 
said he had not meant to disturb any 
one by beating the bass drum. 

“IT never heard t..e drum complained of 
before,”’ he said; ‘‘and if I had been told 
that 1 was beating it so loud as to dis- 
turb the people I would certainly have 
softened the blows.’’ 

Gave a Hallelulah Lick. 

A young recruit stepped ferward and 
said it was a mistake about Barton hav- 
ing beat the bass drum loud after he was 
arrested. 

“It was I,”’ said the young recruit. “I 
took the stick and I felt so happy that I 
just couldn't help crying out ‘hallelulah,’ 
as I gave the old drum one good lick.’’ 

The captain of the army stated he had 
never been notified that the drum was 
beat too loud. 

“If I had been told of it,’’ said he, “I 
would have taken the mater in hand and 
there would have been no need of all of 
this.’”’

“T think,”’ said Judge Pendleton, ‘‘that 
the Salvation Army Ought to be permit- 
ted to beat the bass drym all they wish 
while they are on the march, getting up 
a crowd, but when they stop at any place 
to preach, ‘then the drum ought not to be 
beat at all.” 

“That's a capita: suggestion,” said the 
recorder. ‘‘What do you say to that, 
captain?’ 

The captain of the army said he could 
not promise to stop beating the drum. 
The drum was needed to keep time to the 
singing. 

“I might say I would stop it,’’ said the 
captain, “and then the matter would be 
taken up at headquarters and fought out 
in the courts.” 

It was finally agreed that the captain 
would have his base drummer soften the 
tone of his thumps 80 as not to disturb 
merchants in the stores. Recorder Broyles 
told the captain to keep the drum out of 
the hands of excitable recruits. 

The case wag dismissed. A request by 
Attorney Foote for the army to be al- 
lowed to hold services in the police court- 
room for a few minutes was firmly, 
though politely, refused by the recorder.

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Mrs, E, G. McCabe Unani- 
mously Elected President 
Atlanta Woman's Club 


At the annual meeting of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club held yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Burton-Smith presiding, Mrs. E, G. 
McCabe was unanimously elected presi- 
dent of the club for the ensuing year. 
Her name was presented by the nominat- 
ing committee and received with an en- 
thusiastic applause, followed by her unan- 
imous election. She is not only one of the 
most popular women in the eilty, but by 
her philanthropic work, especially along 
educational lines, she is recognized as 
one of the women leaders of the state. 
She is a charter member of the oy ie 
Woman's Club and has been one of the 
prime movers in every successful enter- 
prise undertaken by that oprganization. 
Some years ago Mrs. McCabe, under the 
head of the philanthropic section of the 
club, inaugurated an excellent work 
among the working women of the factory 
districts, a work that will in time result 
in a social settlement in those districts. 
Through the free kindergarten she organ- 
ized severnpl ‘“‘mothers’ clubs'’ among 
them, and at certain times during the 
week she spoke before these humble lit- 
subjects 
were practically beneficial to them. She 
interested others in them, and finally se- 
cured for thelr use free circulating libra- 
ries that were not only of pleasurable in- 
terest to the people, but brought from 
them demands for books that were of the 
greatest benefit to them. Having brought 
this movement jnto successful] operation, 
Mrs. McCabe about two years ago inau- 
gurated the work now being carried on 
by the club women {jn the country schools. 
She visited the latter in Fulton county, 
saw the needs in many of them, organized 
clubs among the parents of the children, 
and by that means brought in closer re- 
lation the home with the school. She 
made the county school the center of free 
circulating libraries and brought the at- 
tention of the public to the county insti- 
tutions by inspiring contests among the 
children for prizes for the best essays 
on various timely subjects, thus at the 
same time adding to the progressiveness 
and ambition in the rural districts. 

So efficient has her work been tn this 
line that the essays written by the coun- 
try children under the jurisdiction of one 
of the contests inspired by Mrs. McCabe 
have been asked for to place in the ex- 
hibit to be made at the forthcoming bli- 
ennial, this exhibit to demonstfate the 
part taken by the club women in state 
educational matters. 

Mrs. McCabe is an energetic worker in 
the interest of the free kindergarten, and 
in every good work where she is moved 
to co-operate she demonstrates the spirit 
that should animate every loyal club wo- 
man, inasmuch as she does her part al- 
Ways as the club woman. She was ap- 
pointed recently by Mrs. Lindsay Johnson, 
president of the state federation of Geor- 
gia, as a delegate representing that body 
at the forthcoming biennial. 

Mrs. MeCabe acknowledged her election 
racteristically graceful speech, 
and askéd the co-operation of the club 
women in fulfilling the respons!ble duties 
of her office. | 

The official board unanimously elected 
to act with Mrs. McCabe during the en- 
suing year is as follows: First vice presi- 
dent, Mrs. James Jackson; second vice 
president, Mrs. William King; recording 
secretary, Mrs. Maddox; corresponding 
secretary, Miss Nora Belle Stark; treas- 
urer, Miss Laura G. Wh aley. 

Previous to the election of the new 
officers, who will not assume thetr of- 
ficial duties till fall, Mrs. Burton-Smith 
made several important announcements. 

She read a letter from Mrs. Harry 
White, president of the state educational 
committtee, reminding the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club of the scholarship at Colum- 
bus, which scholarship the clubs are now 
providing for Miss Wilber. As the last 
year’s course begins in the fall, it was 
necessary that the amount of $50 be con- 
tributed as the part of the Atlanta Wo- 
man’s Club. 

Through money realized from the Dres- 
ser lectures, a generous amount from the 
club treasury, and the individual sub- 
scription of Mrs. J. K. Ottley this amount 
was raised, and will be sent to Mrs, 
White. 

Attention was called through a letter 
from chairman of the state industrial 
committee to the work that should be 
done by club women in the interest of 
the child labor bill, and the textile bill, 
both of which rea to come before the next 
legislature. 

A letter was read from Miss Anne 
Wallace, lUbrarian of the Carnegie libra- 
ry, asking that chairmen of club sections 
suggest books to be needed in the course 
of study to be pursued by the club the 
ensuing year. 

Announcement was made of the gift of 
Mr. Horatio Dresser to the club, In a set 
of his books and those written by his 
moth 

Mrs. Pattillo spoke earnestly in behalf 
of the reformatory movement, uming 
club women to use their influence upon 
the men to vote upon the matter today. 
She briefly outlined the work already 
done by club women in this direction, 
and won the closest attention and sym- 
pathy from her hearers. 

Mrs. Burton-Smith announced in con- 
clusion that at the next meeting of the 
club yearly reports would be made, and 
she will make her farewell address as 
president. The meeting was followed 
by the usual informal talk over delicious

A Tribute to Miss Gordon, 


In Leslie’s Weekly of May 12th there 
appears a half tone picture of Miss Caro- 
line Lewis Gordon, and a sketch of her, 
as follows: 

“Miss Caroline Lewis Gordon, the beau- 
tiful young daughter of General John B. 
Gordon, one of the bravest of the confed- 
erate generals, has made her professional 
debut as an interpreter of negro song and 
dialect. It came as a surprise to all save 
her more intimate friends, who have 
known that since her father’s failing 
health she has determined, with that 


that. 


noble and courageous spirit animating 
for many generations the men and wo- 
men of her family, to make use of her 
talents. Some years ago, as a matter of 
pleasure, Miss Gordon began collecting 
the negro folk-lore songs that she heard 
sung so continually by the negroes on her 
father’s plantation in Reynolds, Ga. Fre- 
quently, when attracted by the sweetest 
songs in quaint dialect: verse, she would 
find that many of them had never been 
committed to writing, but had been hand- 
ed down from one generation of darkies 
to another on the historical Gordon plan- 
tation. These she carefully . collected, 
with others, and compiled, when it was 
suggested to her to make the scope of: her 
publication more extensive by introducing 
into it a number of original dialect 
sketches which she had composed during 
her visits to the plantation, and -with 
which she had so frequently entertained 
her friends. An interesting feature of 
these sketches is that the information 
from which many of them are gleaned 
was furnished the writer by her ‘black 
mammy,’ Mary, a type of the ante-bellum 
negress, unique in this day even on the 
old plantations, where the older black 
men and women still call the owners 
‘masser’ and ‘missis.’ In many of her 
sketches she faithfully imitates the voice 
of her old nurse.”’

biographic sketch with recitations of the 
more famous of Beranger’s songs or 
those more appropriate to his purpose. 
Throughout the address, M. d’Oriol’s lan- 
guage well befitted its subject; it was 
simple and direct in wording, as are the 
popular poet’s songs, and the sweetnéss 
of the latter was typified by the purity 
and beauty of M. d’Oriol’s pronunclafion 
of “la belle langue.”” He interpreted with 
specially impressive effect ‘‘Jacques’’ and 
“Le Vieux Vagabond.”

Especially 
was this the case in the Chatham county 
contest, which grew so warm that an ap- 
peal. was made to the state executive 
committee for interference, on motion 
of sar. Osborne, who complained of the 
action of his opponents. At the last mo- 
ment, however, Mr. Osborne withdrew 
his opposition to the constituted author- 


| ity and placing his reliance upon the in- 
| tegrity of democratic organization, 


agreed to abide by the result without 
murmur. As a consequence of this spirit 
of harmony he finds himself this morning 
successful from first to last, not only 
on his own account, but on behalf of 
those who were aligned with him. This 
Chatham county contest was the sever- 
est test to which the primary plan was 
subjected, and the triumph of democratic 
organization in holding the contesting 
forces within line is most remarkable, 


pointing to a complete breakdown of any 


future attempt to oppose the plans pro- 
posed by the party. 

In the Cherokee circuit there was sprung 
an exciting race in the judgeship between 
uJdge A. W. Fite and Colonel Robert J. 
McCamy. The canvass preliminary to 
this vote was bitter in the extreme, many 
features of it being regrettable. - The 
people, however, have given Judge Fite a 
handsome indorsement, and he will pe 
unanimously elected to succeed himself. 
In the nearby district of Blue Ridge thers 
was another contest between Judge 
George F. Gober and Mr. Moultrie M. 
Sessions, which was somewhat lurid, di- 
viding the people to an extent not often 
witnessed in political contests. Here 
again the sitting judge was successful, 
having been nominated to succeed him- 
self.
